O BP rejudice

Text: Mark 6:5, 6, “And he (Jesus) could there do no 
mighty work ... And he marvelled because of their 


unbelief.” 


AS JESUS OUT of God’s will in Nazareth? Had 
W He lost His power with God? Was He lax in His 


prayer life? To all these questions we must an- 
swer, No, or make ourselves ridiculous. Yet, we are told in 
a positive statement that He was unable to do in Nazareth 
the mighty works that customarily followed in the wake 
of His ministry. 

This lull in His potent ministry was very brief, for soon 
again the deaf heard the music of His voice, the blind 
saw the radiance of His smile, the dumb shouted aloud 
His praise, the lame leaped with joy at His touch, the 
sinners were loosed at His command, and again multi- 
tudes clamored for the word of life as it fell with love 
from His lips. No, Jesus was the same as He had always 
been, but the people were different. It was they who were 
out of God’s will; it was they who knew no power with 
God; it was they who were lax in prayer. Christ was 
shackled with the shackles of their unbelief. 

The people of Nazareth refused to accept Jesus. They 
refused to believe in Him. He was not the man they want- 
ed. From the beginning their minds were warped against 
Him and regardless of what He wrought in their midst 
they found some reason to hold fast to their prejudices. 
They refused Him their cooperation and confidence and 
met His every approach to their hearts with a cynical 
sneer or a stinging slur. How absurdly foolish they were! 
Theirs was the prejudice that shackles. 

Leaders can do little or nothing without the full cooper- 
ation and confidence of their followers. Miiitary officers, 
therefore, ask for the “blind faith” of their men. Regard- 
less of what energies and potentialities they possess, it 
takes belief in them and love for them to make great 
leaders great. 

In the church, prejudice toward any leader or minister 
is an unwelcome intruder. It will deter progress, hinder 
the work of the Lord, break hearts, and cause the dam- 
nation of souls. To do the great work of which he is 
capable, every official and every minister must be free 
from prejudice in either his followers or his fellow work- 
men. 

“But he is not the man we wanted. He is not the man 
* us,” people often say of their pastor, teacher, or over- 
seer. What responsibility they assume, what judgment 
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they pass, what folly they display, what hearts they 
break! Any person who would say that is saying also, in 
his attitude, that he is more in knowledge of God’s will 
than the subject of his scorn or of the person, or per- 
sons, who placed him there. Such responsibility before 
God! 

Were not the Corinthians childish in their contentions, 
which brought the sharp rebuke of Paul upon their ears 
when some said, “I am of Paul, and I of Apollos, and I 
of Cephas, and I of Christ”? Then, are not we as childish 
when we refuse one minister merely because we like 
another more? Of course, all pastors are not alike. Cer- 
tainly they are vastly different in many ways, and thank 
God for it. The grace of God is not a steam roller to press 
from man his individuality and make every minister a 
duplicate of some other. Did it make impulsive Peter like 
methodical Paul? Far from it. Did it make their methods 
alike; their temperaments; their personalities? Cer-

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Independence 
— Day —

A spiritual and patriotic message on 
how, under God, the United States has 
taken its place among the nations of the 
world. 
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States of America. It is celebrated on July 4 each 

year in all states and territories of the United 
States. Independence Day is the anniversary of the day 
on which the Declaration of Independence was adopted 
by the Continental Congress, July 4, 1776. 

The founders of the new nation considered Independ- 
ence Day as an important occasion for rejoicing. John 
Adams said, “I’m apt to believe that it will be celebrated 
by succeeding generations as a great anniversary festi- 
val. It ought to be commemorated as the day of deliver- 
ance, with some acts of devotion to God Almighty. It 
ought to be solemnized with pomp and parade, with 
shows, games, sports, guns, bells, bonfires, and illumina- 
tion from one end of this continent to the other, from 
this time forward forever.” 

Independence Day was first observed in Philadelphia 
on July 8, 1776. The Declaration of Independence was 
read, bells rang, bands played, and the people rejoiced. 
Independence Day has been celebrated all over the coun- 
try from that day to the present time, but Congress has 
never declared the day a legal holiday. The separate 
states and territories set aside July 4 as a patriotic holi- 
day. 


@ NDEPENDENCE DAY is the birthday of the United 


DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
“We, therefore, the representatives of the United 
States of America, in general Congress, assembled, 
appealing to the Supreme Judge of all the World for 
the rectitude of our intentions, do, in the name and 
by the authority of the good people of these colonies, 
solemnly publish and declare that these United Col- 
onies are, and of right ought to be free and inde- 
pendent states; that they are absolved from all al- 
legiance to the British Crown, and that all critical 
connections between them and the state of Great 
Britain is and ought to be totally dissolved; and that 
as free and independent states, they have full power 
to levy war, conclude peace, contract allegiance, es- 
tablish commerce, and to do all other acts and things 
which independent states may have right to do; and 
for the support of this declaration with a firm reli- 
ance on the protection of divine providence. We mu- 
tually pledge to each other our lives, our fortunes, 
and our sacred honor.” 
(Signed) John Hancock 
(Signed) All Other Representatives 
of the Thirteen States 


As a matter of history and information on this sub- 
ject, we find that on June 7, 1776, Richard Henry Lee 
offered a resolution, “That these United Colonies are of 
right and ought to be free and independent states.” John 
Adams of Massachusetts seconded the motion. At this 
time the Conservatives made a plea of unpreparedness of 
the public opinion to accept such declaration of inde- 
pendence; however, what was known then as the Radi- 
cals conceded to delay on the condition that a committee 
be appointed to work on the declaration of independence 
to the effect that the resolution was passed to appoint 
such: a committee, and the committee consisted of Thom- 
as Jefferson, John Adams, Benjamin Franklin, Roger 
Sherman, and Robert R. Livingston. To Jefferson the 
committee entrusted the actual preparation of the paper. 


CONSTITUTION AND BILL OF RIGHTS # 
Finally our forefathers, being convinced by the pro 
found convictions of the inadequacy of the Articles of 
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Confederation and being moved by the hand of provi- 
dence, started working toward the frame of the Consti- 
tution of the United States of America, which brought 
nto being the Bill of Rights. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 

Article I: “Freedom of religion, speech, the press, and 
of assembling, and petitioning. Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion or prohibit- 
ing the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press, or the right of the people peace- 
ably to assemble and to petition the Government for a 
redress of grievances.” 

LIBERTY BELL 

The Liberty Bell kept ringing clear and loud in keeping 
with the spirit of the Bill of Rights and because of the 
Day of Independence and its significance to the new 
nation (United States of America). The Day of Inde- 
pendence was the birth of our glorious nation, which 
brought to the people of this nation freedom to make 
their own laws and regulations to govern themselves, 
freedom of commerce, and freedom to defend such free- 
dom, and most of all freedom of religion. The freedom of 
religion is the most precious of all heritages that we 
have inherited from our fore-parents; it came to us by 
the goodness of God, and by their supreme sacrifices, as 
many of them shed their blood on the battlefields that 
we might enjoy these wonderful privileges. Freedom of 
religion means worshipping God according to the dicta- 
tion of our own conscience—yes, being a protestant, a 
Catholic, a Jew, or an infidel, if one chooses to be such. 
One can be what he or she desires to be for everyone 
must give an account to God for himself. I sincerely pray 
and trust that this right and privilege will continue to 
be so—on and on.

It was said by the late 
President Roosevelt, “What we need is a revival of old- 
time religion in order that we might survive these times 
of unbelief and infidelity and atheism.” It has also been 
stated by our President of this day, the Honorable Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, “What we need is faith in God.” J. Edgar 
Hoover stated, “Our hope of survival is to return to God, 
to church, and to Sunday School.” Recently I was invited 
with other ministers to have a conference in Washing- 
ton, D. C., with the President, the Vice-President, and the 
Chief Justices of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
Senators and congressmen. This conference was held in 
the Mayflower Hotel. The leaders of our nation, in tears, 
told us ministers that our only hope of survival was by

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LIKE A MIGHTY ARMY, by Charles W. 
Conn, is a comprehensive, authoritative, and scholarly 
setting-forth of the genesis, growth, and expansion of 
the Church of God. A brief definition of history is “a 
systematic record of past events.” In the light of this 
definition, the author has fulfilled his aim in the presen- 
tation of this book. Early events are treated in full since 
this is the period about which many would like to learn. 
Recent events are more briefly presented. 

Since the purpose of this book is to acquaint this pres- 
ent generation with the early days of the Church and 
to make them conscious of their heritage and legacy, 
much space is devoted to that era. The first five chapters 
cover a twenty-year period and are adequately summed 
up in a concise paragraph near the end of chapter five. 
Chapters six through thirteen cover a period of about 
fifteen years and are summed up in the words of the 
author “as times of revival and prosperity. Significant 
measures were passed by the General Assembly and the 
Church was accomplishing its aim of reaching hungry 
souls with the message of the Bible.” The ensuing. seven 
chapters relate events occurring during a period of four- 
teen years, which were times of bewildering storms, and 
the “reconstruction period,” and recovery of the Church 
on a stronger basis. The author has treated this section 
with care and wisdom. Thus, the first twenty-one chap- 
ters of the book cover a period of approximately fifty 
years. The following twenty years are treated in five 
chapters which cover events of more recent date. 

Since history is a record of events, facts must be pre- 
sented whether praiseworthy or censurable. Some un- 
pleasant details must be revealed, and the author has 
presented, without bias, the faithful record of these 
events. Similarly, there has been no conscious intent to 


laud any one person above another, but mention of the 
individual is only as he relates to the work as a whole. 


The sequential method of narration is used rather than 
a topical treatment. This avoids repetition and relieves 
the reader of constantly readjusting his mind to chron- 
ology. Progress, growth, expansion, and ventures into 
new fields form the events of each epoch and give us 
a full picture of the onward march of this movement. 


The thirty-four tables in the appendix give interest- 
ing and invaluable data to the casual reader and the 
student. Officials, Committees, and Boards are listed, giv- 
ing tenure of office. Dates and places of all General 
Assemblies are chronologically listed. The spread of the 
gospel through missionary efforts is noted, listing also 
the superintendents of the various territories and date 
of their appointment. Statistical listing of membership 
growth and General Church receipts are especially in- 
formative. Appended items of particular interest are the 
Minutes of the First General Assembly and the text of the 
old Constitution. 

Full and adequate footnotes are interspersed through- 
out. An impressive bibliography authenticates source and 
reference materials. The complete alphabetical index is 
of particular value to the busy student or reader who 
wishes to locate a specific fact, time, or place without 
extensive reading.

tainly not. Yet none dare say one was a better Christian 
than the other, or that one did a better work than the 
other, or that one was a whit greater than the other, 
How pitifully inadequate the grace of God would be if 
one man could rise so far above all others that no one 
could ever replace him. How woefully small the heart 
must be that has only the capacity to love and trust one 
man alone. The Nazarenes were prejudiced because they 
thought Jesus could not be as great as Moses. But He was. 

Men have often been rejected because of their back- 
grounds. Their works are often brought in disregard be- 
cause they were once vile and ignorant. And some, be- 
- cause they are cultured and refined, are rejected on the 
grounds that they are “above us.” What if Edison’s in- 
ventions had been disregarded because his teacher once 
sent him home with a note explaining that she would 
no longer teach him because he was too ignorant to 
learn? What if “Amazing Grace” had not been published 
because its composer, when degraded in sin, stooped to 
drink whisky from the cuspidors on the saloon floor? 
What if George Whitefield’s mighty ministry had been 
smothered in prejudice because he once mopped the 
floors and drew ale and beer in his mother’s tavern? 
' What if all the people had rejected Christ because He 
was a carpenter and the son of a carpenter? Don’t be 
‘ vain enough to judge a man for what he once was. 

If you are displeased with your pastor, your overseer, 
your Sunday School teacher, your official, don’t refuse 
him your cooperation (which is definitely unchristian), 
but work hard with him until time for a change comes. 
Then when the time for a change comes your works to- 
gether will have created such a love for him and so much 
will have been accomplished that you will not want to 
change after all. Sit down on him and it will hurt him 
for a short while but it will hurt you forever. 

Never say a man is out of God’s will until you are in 
God’s will in saying it. Never say his preaching is inferior 
until you have prayed and encouraged and helped to 
make it superior. Never criticize his methods until you 
are prepared to give concrete evidence of better ones. 
Never refuse him your full cooperation until you have 
proved him a false prophet and an exhorter of a lie. 
Otherwise, he, with his work for God, may become 
shackled by your prejudice. And when he is shackled you 
are shackled, too.

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(MNS) Despite the recent loss of a 
missionary plane and pilot in the 
wilds of New Guinea, the CHRISTIAN 
AND MISSIONARY ALLIANCE has 
arranged to replace the $120,000 air- 
craft and recruit a new missionary 
pilot for the hazardous work. This de- 
cision was made at the 58th General 
Council of the CMA which met in 
Philadelphia in May. 

(On April 29 the CMA received a 
cablegram from New Guinea report- 
ing that senior pilot A. J. Lewis and 
their Short Sealand plane was lost be- 
tween the Idenberg River and the 
Baliem. Lewis was alone in the plane. 
He had reported by radio when over 
the Idenberg River. Nothing more was 
heard from him, and as of May 25 no 
wreckage had yet been found. Planes 
of the Missionary Aviation Fellowship 
and Dutch Navy planes scoured the 
area for seven days before admitting 
defeat in their search.) 

Dr. Harry L. Turner, president of 
the Alliance, said, “Loss of the air- 
plane and the pilot is a great tragedy 
for us, but in seeking the will of God 
in our efforts to reach the world with 
the Gospel, we will not accept it as 
defeat of our pioneer missionary 
work.” 

The missing airman, A. J. Lewis of 
Hamilton, Ontario, was one of two pi- 
lots who flew into the interior valleys 
of Dutch New Guinea where the na- 
tives had never before seen a white 
man or a missionary. The other pilot, 
Edward W. Ulrich of Meadville, Pa., 
sees no choice but to continue his 
dangerous work of evangelizing by air. 
“The airplane insures our only line of 
communication between all of the 
outposts established by the Alliance in 
the inaccessible regions of the New 
Guinea interior,” he says. There are 
no trails over the mountains, and ef- 
forts to penetrate the area by water 
would be even more hazardous than 
by air. 

The Alliance will get the new 
$120,000 amphibious plane, a Sealand 
two-engine craft, in Northern Ireland 
and fly it to New Guinea after it has 
been modified for the exacting type of 
mountain flying that it must do. 

Mrs. Lewis is keeping a lonely vigil 
at their home near the Sentani Air- 
strip in Hollandia. The wives and chil- 
dren who were in the Baliem Valley, 
utterly dependent upon the frequent 
visits of the plane, have been tempor- 
arily evacuated. The men missionar- 
ies have remained in the Valley. (EP) 

(MNS) 108 students entered the Ja- 
pan Christian College when it opened 


June 25, 1955 


on April 12, according to a recent an- 
nouncement by the school’s president, 
Donald E. Hoke. The students come 
from many missions and church 
groups and represent a cross-section 
of evangelical Christianity in Japan. 
The opening of the college culminates 
more than two years of prayer and 
planning, and it is felt that the wide 
response indicates the long-felt need 
for such a school. The college will 
serve all evangelical churches. and 
mission groups in training men and 
women for Christian service as pas- 
tors, evangelists and teachers. 

The college offers work in a four- 
year Bible college course, a three-year 
Bible school course, and three-year 
kindergarten and English teachers’ 
training courses. Pending approval of 
the Ministry of Education, the latter 
two courses are preparatory. 

The faculty includes 12 Japanese 
and 5 missionary teachers. The Board 
of the college is composed of repre- 
sentatives from leading mission groups 
in Japan. 

(MNS) The recently formed “Prayer 
League for Central America,” with 
headquarters at Dulce Nombre de 
Copan, Honduras, is striving to stimu- 
late prayer for revival in Central 
America. Posters and printed circulars 
with practical suggestions are being 
distributed in the hope that many in 
the churches throughout Central 
America will join in the prayer for 
revival.

are different from other summer 
camps. One reason is that the sign 
language is the method of comunicat- 
ion, instead of oral speech. Another is 
that individuals are trained to study 
their Bible during camp. 

“Camp activities,” he added, “are 
planned for all age groups so that 
whole families can attend. In some of 
the camps special rates are given 
when more than one member of a 
family attends.” 

The four camps, to be in operation 
during July and August, are located in 
Kansas, Colorado, Indiana and Michi- 
gan. Theme for all four projects is:
